$s “progressive, beautiful, free,” with its bonded debt cut 70 per cent. and

“How was it done? In 1920 a group of citizens, noting the seriousness 
of the situation, started a movement to save the city, a new idea took hold 
of the administration, expenses were cut, and plans formulated to enable 
the taxpayers to handle the load and reduce the bonded debt and the over- 
head, and the creditable record was not interrupted through three years of the

the citizens controlling and directing the State. 

Observant men and women are more and more coming to the view that | 
the time has arrived to call a halt to this increasing reliance upon the State, | 
and to renewed belief in the truth that, like the citizens of Atchison, Kansas,, 
they must save themselves and their city by action on their own part; that 
instead of allowing their difficulties and problems to swamp and overcome 
them, they must overcome their problems and surmount their difficulties, It 
can be done.

They take the view that as smoking 
is not definitely forbidden they may 
smoke if they wish to do so, When 
the new labels are affixed on one will 
be allowed to smoke in a non-smok- 
ing compartment, even if other pas- 
Sengers say they have no objection. 
Smoking is allowed in 75 per cent. of 
the coaches and it is not proposed to 
alter that propotion.”

The West 


Deveiopment Of All Resources 
Necessary At This Time 

Western people, naturally optimis- 
tic, have shown great fortitude in 
these years of extreme adversity and 
they will have the courage to face 
the future which will probably see 
just a general improvement in the 
next few years. 

They will need to show resourceful- 
ness, under these c:rcumstances, 
promoting the development of the 
country other than agricultural and 
thus improve their position as far as 
possible. 


Professor T. E. Gregory, the emi-. 


ment economist of London university, 
who was a recent visitor in the West, 


told the Royal Commission on Bank-, 


ing a few days ago that the Prairie 
Provinces were likely to have a rath- 
er hard time for ten years, due to 


the difficulty in marketing their farm — 


products, the burden of debt on the 
farmers is also a hindering factor. F. 
W. Field, chief British trade commis- 
sioner in Canada, also thinks recov- 
ery in the West will be gradual, 
though he sees the possibility of sub- 


stantial improvement next year if 
there is a good crop. 
The promotion, then, of develop- 


ment along other than agricultural 
lines, which was seen to be desirable 
before the depression, is much more 
necessary now, 

Whatever can be done to increase 
industrial activity and to develop min- 
ing, forest industries and the fisher- 
jes, will help the West to pull through 
to better times. Good progress has 
been made, particularly in Manitoba, 
in establishing industries that are 
adapted to and mect the demands of 
the West. The latest example is the 
production of salt on a commerc‘al 
basis. There is room for a much 
greater development of industr’es of 
# particularly suitable character. 

The expediency will, no doubt, be 
generally recognized now of giving 
special attention to the development of 
the varied resources of the West for 
the sake of the economic benefit to be 
thus obtained. Winnipeg Free Press. 


Unanimity In Germany 


(nherited Habit Of Loyalty Accounts 
For It 
.-Colonel Robert R. McCormick, pub- 
lisher of the Chicago Tribune, is visit- 
ing in Germany and has been writing 
his impressions on the Hitler move- 
ment, He explains why the dozen fac- 
tions in the Fatherland have been so 
easily reduced to one with a common 
purpose, The answer is that the Ger- 
mans are not easily reached by argu- 
ment, but are greatly swayed by emo- 
tion.

Opening Of Parliament 


Competitive Grains | 


| Large Quant:ty Of Seed Wheat From 
Grain Show To Be Sold 
Efforts are being made by the man- 
agement of the World’s Grain show 
to dispose of between six and seven, 
| tons of seed wheat and other compe- | 
titive grains left on the board's hands 
after the close of the fair, according 
to Ernest Rhoades, general manager. 

Included in the lot is about 1,000 
bushels of Marquis and Reward ex- 
/hibit wheat, some of it having se- 
cured high awards in the ten-bushel 
class. The board has set a price of 
60 cents a bushel on this wheat and 
is endeavoring to sell it to farmers 
who wish to start a plot to grow their 
own sced wheat. 

There is also a large quantity of 
exhibit wheat in 50-pound lots which , 
has not been reclaimed by the origin- 
al owners and growers. 

The biggest problem, however, is 
the disposition of about 1,000 bushels 
of Australian wheat. This cannot be 
sold to farmers for seed wheat as it 
is not suitable to Canadian conditions. 
It is stated, however, that the wheat 
makes excellent biscuit flour and may 
eventually be sold to some of the 
Canadian biscuit manufacturers. 


January 11 Is Mentioned As A Possi- 
ble Date Of Opening 

January 11 is mentioned as a pos- 
sible date for the opening of the next 
session of parliament among oppon- 
ents of a fall sitting. 

Revision of the Bank Act, based 
on the report to be made by the Mac- 
millan Royal Commission, and ratifi- 
cation of the St. Lawrence waterways 
treaty, may constitute the major leg- 
islation to be brought down by the 
government. 

The introduction of a measure em- 
bodying changes in the Bank Act, 
shortly after parliament meets is 
viewed as a certainty. Approval of 
the Canada-United States pact for 
development of the St. Lawrence will 
be asked, it is stated, only after con- 
currence of congress at Washington.
